WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Marshall said 
today that when he proposed that 
European nations get together ‘on 
an economic program he was 


thinking of Russia and Great 
Britain as well. as other nations. 

Marshall made the proposal in a 
speech at Harvard University a 
week ago. He was bombarded 
with questions about it at a press 
conference today, his first since 
the speech. 

In his replies,.the Secretary of 
State isclosed that Winston 
Churchill’s urging of a United 
States of Europe had influenced 
him in developing the idea that 
Europeans should work out their 
own economic recovery plans ahd 
that the United States should ex- 
tend financial help to put them 
through. 

He gave no 3 of how 
much financial assistance might 
be required, but other State De- 
partment officials have been talk - 
ing in terms of billſons of dollars 
a year for several years. 

Initiative Up to Europe. 

A reporter told Marshall that 
when Churchill talked about a 
United States of Europe he was 
talking about political ,organiza- 
tion of the Continent, e asked 
whether Marshall advocated that. 

The Secretary replied that he 
and his associates were talking 
about some way of the Europeans 
getting together for a solution of 
their economic problems, on which 
their political future depends, 

reiterated what he said 
at Harvard—that the initiative in 
working out a program is entirely 
up to the Europeans as far as he 
is concerned. He said he had not 
formally heard from any European 
nation about h idea, 
for in explanation of 
t greater plan might lie behind 
hig Harvard speech, he said that 
if he had some plan behind it he 
was not going to talk about it 
now, 

Marshall was asked what he 
meant by the term “Europe.” He 
said that he meant the whole of 
the continent west of Asia, and in 
response to a further inquiry said 
that includes both Russia and 
Britain. 

Peace With Austria Urgent. 

On other problems, Marshall re- 
ported: 

That the United States has not 
vet had any detailed official re- 
ports on the reported invasion of 
Sinkiang province in China by 
troops from Outer Mongolia with 
the aid of airplanes bearing Soviet 
Army markings. He said actions 
of that sort in that area have 
been frequent in the past. 

That the need for agreement on 
an Austrian peace treaty contin- 

ues to be very urgent. This was 
in reply to a question whether de- 
velopments in the Balkans made 

a treaty more or less urgent now. 

That Dwight Griswold, adminis- 
trator of the American aid plan to 
Greece, is due to arrive here to- 
night for conferences and final 
organization of the group that will 
help him administer the program. 

That the United States has no 
new reports on the guerrilla war- 
fare in northern Greece or con- 
cerning any new supply of arms 
reaching the guerrillas in the 
northern Greek border area.

WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP)— 
The last war-impésed coupon c- 
trol over the American public end- 
ed today, as sugar rationing for 
home, restaurant and hotel use 
was terminated. 

After five years in which ration 
stamps meant more than money— 
when it came to meat, canned 
goods, shoes, tires, gasoline and a 
host of other things—individual 
Americans are free of coupon 
| worries for the first time sinde 
| April 28, 1942. 

The last ration book can be 
thrown away. | 

However, sugar price controls 
remain, as does rationing of in- 
dustrial sugar. These two curbs 
are scheduled to end Oct, 31. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son ordered the end of sugar ra- 
tioning late yesterday, thus beat- 
ing the Republican-controlled Con- 
gress to the draw. The House had 
set for a vote today a bill calling 
for an immediate end to house- 
hold sugar rationing. _ 

After Anderson’s action, the 
House tocay put the bill aside. 
House Republican Leader Halleck 
of Indiana told reporters “it is 
assumed” the legislation would not 
now be needed. Halleck indicat- 
ed, however, that the bill would be 
kept around in event there is any 
indication later that sugar ration- 
ing may be restored. ' 

Anderson said he had acted be- 
cause larger quantities of sugar 
are available. AWked by a reporter 
whether the pending congressional 
move influenced his action, he 
said: “A better way to put it 
would be: did Congress hurry it 
because it khew this action was 
coming?” 

Sugar was the first food ra- 
tioned and the last freed from 
coupon control, 

Anderson gave threé specific 
reasons for his action: 1. The 
International Emergency’ Food 
Council allotted the United States 
an extra 350,000 tons from the 
world sugar pool; 2. Cuba has a 
sugar surplus which is expected 
to ease demands from other parts 
of the world, and 3. Some 200,000 
tons of Javenese sugar will be of- 
fered to world users immediately. 
Retailers still will be required 
to keep a record of the name and 
address of anyone buying more 
than 100 pounds. Agriculture De- 
partment officials emphasized this 
when asked about required record 
keeping.

WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP)— 
Diplomatic authorities freely pre- 


dicted today that Russia would 
either reject outright or try to 
hamstring the American demand 
for a Big Three inquiry into tlie 
Communist coup in Hungary. 

In either event, these sources 
said, the United States in all prob- 
ability will carry the case to the 
United Nations—perhaps in some 
manner designed to focus the spot- 
light on Soviet activities all 
through the Balkans. 

The United States laid the foun- 
dation for an appeal to the U.N. 
in making public last night a 
blistering protest charging Moscow 
with “flagrant interference” in 
Hungarian affairs and demanding 
a three-power investigation of po- 
litical conditiong in Hungary “as 
a matter of urgency.” 

Two Previous Requests. 

The note was sent to Brig. Gen. 
George H. Weems, American 
member of the Allied Control 
Commission in Budapest, for de- 
livery to Lt. Gen. V. P. Sviridov, 
ranking Soviet member and acting 
chairman of the commission. 

Weems had the note delivered 
at Sviridov's office before noon. 
It was received by Maj. Gen, I. 
I. Levushkin, aide to Sviridov, a 
Budapest dispatch said. 

The document brought out the 
fact that on two previous occa- 
sions, March 5 and March 17, sub- 
stantially the same request had 
been turned down by Sviridov. 
Hence authorities here said they 
see no reason to pelieve that it 
would get a different reception by 
the Russians this time. 

The note said simply that unless 
there were an “adequate investi- 
gation” by a British-American- 
Russian commission, the United 
States—as a signer of the Yalta 
declaration and the armistice with 
Hungary and as a member of the 
United Nations—would consider 
“further action.” 

Because this virtually put Rus- 
sia on notice of an impending ap- 
peal to the U. N. some officials 
said the Soviets might agree for- 
mally to a three-power inquiry, 
but then try to put obstacles in 
the commission’s path. This Gov- 
ernment is in no mood for any 
such stalling tactics, they added.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 12— 
Preliminary to a probable federal 
grand jury investigation of the 
1946 primary election here, all re- 
maining ballots and records of that 
election are to be delivered today 
or tomorrow to the clerk of the 
United States District Court. This 
will be in conformity with an 
order issued by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert L. Reeves. 

At the clerk’s office they will be 
stored in a vault until such time 
as the Government may desire to 
examine them as possible evidence 
to support allegations of fraud. 
Sam M. Wear, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, pointed out there 
is no present intention of calling 
the jury into session, since the 
FBI still is engaged in a sweeping 
investigation: of the election. 

If the investigation, which cen- 
ters also on the brazen burglary 
of the courthouse safe—in which 
ballots impounded by the state 
grand jury as vital evidence 
against most of 71 vote fraud de- 
fendants were stolen—résults in 
evidence sufficient to ‘warrant 
calling the jury into session, it 
will be called, the Post-Dispatch 
learned. 


Outline of Procedure. 


The procedure then would be for 
the jury to request an examination 
of the ballots in connection with 
such evidence as it might have 
before it. A subpena would be 
issued to place the ballots before 
the jury. An FBI agent then 
would be enabled to appear as a 


grand jury witness and assist the 


jury in analyzing what might be 
found_in the ballot sacks. 

The fact that all of the ballots 
and election data, other than the 
stolen evidence, were impounded 
indicates that the FBI investiga- 
tion now under way may embrace 
the rest of the city in addition to 
the 34 precincts investigated by the 
Jackson county grand jury. 

The court order directing the 
impounding of the ballots was 
formally directed to the Board of 
Election Commissioners, ordering 
it to produce forthwith “all of the 
ballots, ballot stubs, poll books, 
tally sheets and other documents” 
pertaining to the primary or to 
show cause “if any they have” 
why they should not produce 
them. 

‘Show Cause’ a Formality. 


The “show cause” clause was a 


legal formality, since the board, 
through its chairman, Ludwick 
Graves, already had assured Wear 
of its co-operation. Wear made 


clear that impounding of the bal- 
lots at this time represented 
primarily a precautionary meas- 
ure, e said that although in 
federal possession they would be 
madeyavailable on request to state 
authorities, 

The primary ballots and data, 
packed in 32 boxes, were taken to 
the safe deposit department of 
Union National Bank by the Board 
of Election Commissioners after 
the courthouse vault had been 
looted of the vital evidence. The 
vault in the courthouse still con- 
tains the ballots from the 1946 
General Election, which thus far 
is not under investigation, as well 
as ballots from municipal and bond 
elections. No special guard has 
been assigned to it, although 
the election commissioners have 
sought an appropriation from the 
County Court to “burglar proof” 
the vault. 


The primary ballots, now offi- 
cially in federal custody, will be 
stored in a vault in the federal 
court clerk’s office. The Federal 
Building is protected by guards 
who are on duty day and night. 


Cites’ Si cance of Data. 

The official order impounding 
the ballots, issued late yesterday 
by Judge Reeves at the request of 
Wear, points out that if the data 
which it impounded should be de- 
stroyed, “legally or otherwise,” the 
federal investigation would Iike- 
ly be incomplete and ineffectual,” 

The order deems the impounded 
ballots and data to: be “material 
and relevant” to the investigation. 
Because of this, it states, they 
should be “duly impounded and 
safely kept under the jurisdiction 
of this court and the protection 
of the United States,” 

The reference in the order to 
destruction of the ballots “legally 
or otherwise” refers in its legal 
aspect to the state law which 
provides that ballots and other 
records may be destroyed a year 
after election unless an investiga- 
tion is under way. The primary 
election of last Aug. 6 resulted in 
the nomination of Enos A. Axtell, 
backed by President Truman, rem- 
nants of the Pendergast machine 
and hastily allied factions, over 
Congressman Roger C, Slaughter, 
seeking renomination, : 

The fact that a congressional 
office was involved affords the 
Government authority to investi- 
gate the primary. Axtell was de- 
feated in the November general 
election by Republican Albert I.

The court order paves the way 
for a grand jury to open tie bal- 
lot boxes—the only federal au- 
thority possessing such power.

eral agencies in a unified program 
under a single authority with pow- 
er to.reconcile their several inter- 
ests and combine their diverse ac- 
tivities into an effective attack on 
flood control.” 

“This present flood situation is 
so serious,” he went on, “and is 
so indicative of future hazards for 
our people, that I am constrained 
to urge upon this busy Congress 
the necessity of early study of a 
Missouri Valley Authority pat- 
terned on the TVA. 

It has long been within our 
power to take the necessary steps 
to make such recurring floods im- 
possible,” Murray continued. “We 
could have enacted legislation such 
as proposed in the MVA bill and 
its predecessors offered for the 
last several years. This would 
have developed a unified program 
of flood control and river basin 
development for the whole Mis- 
souri river area, ö 

‘Discredited Method,’ 

“Instead, we have deliberately 
chosen to ignore the inter-related 
character of the problem and pro- 
ceeded in the antiquated and dis- 
credited piecemeal method of di- 
vided responsibility. We meet the 


emergencies ag they come and 
have no long-range, completely in- 
tegrated method of treating the 
river as a single entire problem. 
“We order the army, engineers 
to build main stream dams and 
levees to prevent floods which are 
largely uncontrollable when once 
they have begun to rush on down 
the main river. We order the 
Bureau of Reclamation to build 
up stream dams and carry on ir- 
rigation works calculated to store 
waters and use them on the land 
irrespective of the effect of that 
program on the downstream con- 
ditions producing floods and de- 
struction, But we provide in no 
way for the unification of their 
efforts, 

“No one is résponsbile for really 
effective flood control. That con- 
trol begins way back on the land 
where each drop of water should 
be controlled and utilized, but here 
the army engineers have no re- 
sponsibility or authority and no 
professional interest. 

“Neither has the Bureau .of 
Reclamation, for that agency is 
not in the business of assisting 
farmers so to organize their pat- 
tern of crops and soil erosion con- 
trol as to prevent harmful water 


runoffs. 


“Nor can either agency conduct 
forestation and reforestation pro- 
grams which are essential to the 
prevention of floods, for this work 
is the sole responsibility of the 
Department of Agriculture. But 
that department is hindered by 
meager budgets and by lack of a 
comprehensive unified program.” 
ointing to the inadequacy of 
the Flood Control Act of 1944, 
Murray said the people of the 
Missouri Valley states are not 
satisfied with that sort of answer 
to their problems. 
“Dissa n Grows.” 
“Their dissatisfaction grows as 
its initial pattern unfolds before 
them,” Murray continued. “Pro 
tests from Missouri are mounting 
against the Army ‘engineers’ plan 
to build a huge dam (Osceola) in

“From Kansas comes a report 
that the proposed dams are meet- 
ing with marked disfavor from 
farmers and townspeople alike. 
Nebraska, Iowa and Minnesota 
show deep concern for needed de- 
velopments of hydro-electric pow- 
er not contemplated in the pro- 
Stam of development under the 
Flood Control Act. 
“The specific projects to be 
launched in both North and South 
Dakota are opposed by citizens 
from all walks of life who con- 
sider them detrimental to the best 
interests of those states. In Mon- 
tana, Wyoming and Colorado, the 
regional committee for the MVA 
has exploded the Pick-Sloan plan 
because of its inadequate consid- 
eration of the headwater storage 
problems and the almost total 
disregard of forestation and land- 
control problems in the area.” 
Murray ‘read several newspaper 
accounts of the devastation caused 
by the flood and said that, should 


such reports “come to us from 


War-ravaged Europe these days, 
the Congress would spring into 
action to send aid to the stricken 
area.” 1 

But such disaster may come 
again and again to that vast area

The most critical point along 
the Mississippi was at the Sny 
levee,-on the Illinois shore oppo- 
site Hannibal, Mo., where Army 
engineers were fighting te save 
120,000 acres of farm land. 


The flood waters were receding 
slightly at Louisiana, Mo., 
miles upstream, and a one-foot 
drop was reported at Hannibal 
after the Salt river levee in Pike 
county, south of the town, was 
overtopped yesterday afternoon. 
About 150 residents of the nearby 
town of Ashburn were evacuated 
by the Red Cross. ' 

Slow Drop at Boonville, 

At Boonville, where the Missouri 
had reached a crest of 29.4 feet, 
only 1.4 feet below the 1944 peak, 
the waters were beginning to drop 
slowly. Levee breaks along the 
SO mile stretch between Glasgow 
and, Boonville reduced the flood 
threat to Hermann and St. Charles 
by flattening out the Missouri’s 
crest over a large-area. 


Railroad transportation on the 
tracks along the St. Louis levee 
was curtailed as the rising waters 
lapped at the foot of the eastern 
slope of the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial area. 


A spokesman for the Terminal 
Railroad Association said traffic 
which is ordinarily freighted over 
the levee tracks from Merchants 
Bridge to the Missouri Pacific 
yards in South St. Louis is now 
being routed over East Side lines 
to the MacArthur bridge and from 
that point over the higher tracks 
of the southwestern bridge ap- 
proach to the yards. 

Freight ordinarily shunted on 
the levee from South to North St. 
Louis is now being routed over 
the elevated tracks along the 
riverfront, he said. 

Two Plants Using Pumps. 

Lever Brothers Co., soap manu- 
facturers, 1114 South Third street, 
and National Vinegar Co., 1225 
Merchant street, have been using 
pumps for the past few days to 
keep their basements free of water 
which backs up from sewers 
draining into the Mississippi.

HOUSE VOTES FUNDS

“Export shipments of meat from 
United States supplies are now 80 
small that they should have no 
significant effect on domestic 
meat prices, either at wholesale 
or retail levels,” Anderson soid. 
He said allocations for com- 
mercial export during the April- 
June period amount to only about 
3 per cent of United States pro- 
duction—far below allocations for 
the same period last year. 

Some retail meat industry rep- 
resentatives have said heavy ship- 
ments to foreign countries caused 
the sharp rise in prices in the 
United States. A survey showed 
that beef prices have climbed 
about 10 cents a pound in the last 
three weeks and that prices of 


portionately. 

Anderson said the general meat 
supply situation “is good.” 
“Furthermore,” he added, “the 
prices farmerg have been receiv- 
ing for livestock in recent weeks 
do not warrant the sharp in- 
creases that have been reported 
in retail outlets.” 

The secretary said one of the

looked ig the continuing strong 
consumer demand for meat.” 
Average price of steers and 
yearlings at Chicago rose to a 
record high at approximately $26 
a hundred pounds yesterday.

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BULGARIANS BLOCK 
U.N. GROUP INQUIRY 


SALONIKA, Greece, June 12 
(AP)—A United Nations subcom- 
mission investigating Greek bor- 


der disorders refused to hold an 
inquiry in Bulgaria today because 
of unexpected and last-minute 
conditions imposed by Bulgarian 
frontier officials, 

After attemping to negotiate 
for two hours with the Bulgarians 
while standing on a bridge over 
the Bistritsa river, two miles 
within Bulgar territory, the United 
Nations group turned back to 
Salonika. 

An informed source said the 
first condition imposed was that 
the subcommission would not visit 
the town of Berkovitsa, where the 
Greeks have charged the Bul- 
garians maintain a*training camp 
and hospital for Greek guerrillas. 
Te Bulgarians also refused to al- 
low four Greek witnesseg to ac- 
company the investigating body 
because they “saw no reason for 
— Greeks to testify on Bulgarian 
80 

After the group had been al- 
Jowed to proceed two miles into 
‘Bulgaria, it was told also that its 
members would not be allowed to 
remain overnight, 

The informant said the sub- 
commission was advised Monday 
by a telegram from Sofia that it 
could conduct a full investigation 
in Bulgaria today. 

It was the second time in two 
weeks the group turned back 
from the Bulgarian frontier. Pre- 


viously the group retired after a 
Bulgarian frontier guard threat- 
ened to shoot any member who | 
stepped across the frontier. 


Yugoslavia notified the United 
Nations last night that it would 
co-operate with the subcommis- 
sion in its investigation. Yugo- 
slavia previously had questioned | 
the jurisdiction of the subcom- 
mission. 


In Athens, Greek Foreign Minis- 
ter Constantin Tsaldaris said yes- 
terday that several thousand 
“Communists” are poised on the 
northern Greek border for inva- 
sion. He told reporters that the 
border situation “is more serious 
than ever before.” 

Greek sources reported “that a 
number of Greek guerrillas had 
crossed the border into Yugoslavia 
since the Government offensive 
started in Thessaly. They said the 
expanding Greek army operations 
had forced the irregulars into 
Yugoslavia, where they were be- 
ing regrouped and armed for a 
“big push” — 8 summer. 


NAGY SAYS SOVIETS 
USE FIFTH COLUMN 


LONDON, June 12 (AP)—Fer- 
enc Nagy, deposed premier of 
Hungary, charged in a letter read 
in the House of Lords yesterday 
that Russia, using a fifth column 
like “the German Nazis,” had set 
out to “place Hungary entirely 
under the Communists.”

Won't Be the Crows, but Hunters 
Calling ’Em in National Shoot 


By Fritz Howell 
COLUMBUS, o., June 12 (AP)—Come next Monday, we may 


have to dig up some new descriptive phrases to replace the well- 
known and oft-used “black as a crow” and “as the crow flies.” 


For there's just an outside 
chance there will be no crows left 
—especially around northwestern 


Ohio—and we'll be able to quote 


the raven nevermore. 


As kids out in Iilinois'’s Sanga- 
mon River valley, we used to bor- 
row Uncle Harry's 10-gauge shot- 
gun, a mighty scattergun, and 
kill scores of the black raiders 
just for the heck of it without 
making a dent in their popula- 
tion, but there are new rules since 
those sore-shoulder days. 

Instead of a casual, just-for-fun 
crusade against the raucous-voiced 
marauders, they’re launching a 
full-scale assault against the pred- 
atory pests this weekend at Grand 
Rapids, O., some 25 miles up the 
Maumee river from Toledo where 
Jack Dempsey, some 30 years ago, 
tool, the heavyweight title from 
Jess Willard. 

Ninth Annual Shoot. 

The occasion is the ninth an- 
nual national crow shoot, sched- 
uled tomorrow, Saturday and 
Sunday. The big day is Saturday, 
and oddly equipped marksmen 
from all over the country will be 
on hand to help erase the hated 


birds. 


Although James W. (Jim) Stu- 


ber, wildlife technician with the 
Ohio Conservation Division for a 
quarter century, says the crow 
count is up 60 per cent since 1940, 
due to the wartime ammunition 
lack, the crow shooters will take 
no chances on not having plenty 
of targets. 

They will take to their well- 
concealed blinds accompanied by 
a boy scout; a shotgun or rifle 
with scads of ammunition; dull 
clothing which blends with the 
background (no reds, such as deer 
hunters wear to keep from shoot- 
ing each other); a drab-colored 
hat (crows can see your bald spot 
from far beyond gunshot range) ; 
and decoys ranging from live 
snakes through housecats in cages, 
stuffed owls, crippled crows and 
live hawks. 

Dach hunter has his own tech- 
nique, and most of them will 
spend tomorrow night talking 
about it, 


Must Know Language. 

The No. 1 gadget of each, nat- 
urally, is a crow call to lure the 
birds within range. To do that 
they must know the crow lan- 
guage (the bird, not the Indian) 
as well as the crow habits, Points

Describing St. Louisans as ‘Lazy’ 


Land-Hungry Yankee Bought 7000 Acres in 
St. Charles County for $4500 — 
Cow and Calf Cost $12. 


A collection of letters written 
from &t. Louis in the period 1816- 
21 by Justus Post, a land-hungry 
Yankee, to his brother in Vermont, 


was presented to the Missouri His- 
torical Society in a ceremony at 
Jefferson Memorial yesterday

Post, an Army officer in the 


War ot 1812, resigned a commis- 


sion as colonel, and started from 
New York for St. Louis Aug. 14, 
1815, He got as far as Pittsburgh 
by carriage, descended the Ohio to 
its mouth by flatboat, and thence 
came to St. Louis by carriage, ar- 
riving Nov. 6. 


“The situation of this town is * 


delightful,” Post wrote in his first 
letter to his brother, John Post. 
“It contains more houses than 
Middlebury (Vt.) did when I was 
there. The inhabitants are in gen- 
eral extremely lazy. A yoke of 
oxen are worth 350. Twelve dol- 
lars will buy a cow at’ a calf. 
Beef is $3 per hundred ht.” 
“Oountry for Lazy Folks.” 

A month after his arrival, Post 
thought still less of the industry 
of the early settlers. “This is a 
country for lazy folks,“ he wrote. 
“They can plough and sow their 
grain without clearing the prairie 
land, Not one farmer in 200 here 
has a barn; they just leave. their 
cattle out all winter. 
are the most lazy creatures you 
ever saw. If they were in your 
country they would starve.” 


A year later, settled on a farm 
near what is now Chesterfield, 
St. Louis county, he wrote in 
praise of the productivity of the 
soil, “but the people are too lazy 
to raise much. Northern and east- 
ern people would soon change the 
appearance of this country.” 

Yankee though he was, Post 
showed willingness to adapt him- 
self to the South's “peculiar in- 
stitution” as it existed in St. Louis. 


“You must reconcile yourself 
here to the owning of. slaves,” he 
told his brother. “The men you 
can hire in this country are good 
for nothing, and would provoke 
your soul out. I shall try hard to 
get more slaves this winter and 
next spring, but it is difficult to 
get good ones. I have two Negro 
women and three girls; have had 
them since our arrival, and I be- 
eve no one could induce them 
to leave us. Make up your mind 
to meet it, for Negroes you must 
have.” 


Land Less Than $2 An Acre. 


In his first year in St. Louis, 
Post went in for land-buying— 
“7000 acres about three miles from 
the Mississippi for $4500; 2728 
acres on Cuivre River (St. Charles 
county) for less than $2 per acre; 
1000 acres at the mouth of the 
Ohio (east of Cairo) and 6000 
acres of lead mine land up north 
at $2 an acre. The 7000-acre tract 
I purchased from Mr. (Auguste) 
Chouteau, a French gentleman of 
this place.” 


Later correspondence shows 
that the astute Chouteau and 


others with land to sell found the 


New Englander a source of ready 
cash, and that the coming of hard 
times caught him in a seriously 
land-poor condition. However, his 
early days in St. Louis were in a 
boom period. “Not less than six 
wagons a day have crossed the 
ferry since my arrival,” he wrote. 
Listing natural resources, he 
named not only the minerals 
which the St. Louis area ig known 
to have, but one which it does 
not now possess—copper. 

“We hawe purchased a copper 
mine in the Illinois country, about 
20 miles from this place,” he re- 
ported, “On the surface we have 
found pieces of pure copper—one 
of them weighs 8 pounds.” Such 
deposits are hardly to be found 
short of Minnesota or the Lake 
Superior region, and the Yankee 
land-buyer may have been taken 
for a ride over the Illinois prairie 
on this occasion. 


Pushed for Money in 1819. 


“Such is the flaod of popula- 
tion,” Post set down in 1816, “and 
such the rage of the people for 
purchasing, that I can make no 
calculation as to what the price 
of land will not come to.” But 
in 1819, when conditions tightened, 
he wrote brother John: “I am 
pushed very hard for money; I 
wish you would send some.” An- 
other letter said: “Money is get- 
ting scarce—there is not half 
enough now. 
all end in jail. If this continues, 
a general bankruptcy will follow. 
I would like to sell my Chester- 
field holdings for $15,000.” 

In the summer of 1821 he de-

clared that “Something must be 
done or all is lost. Wheat is 20 
cents a bushel and whisky 14 
cents a gallon. He who farms the 
most is the worst off.” 

Justus Post, after losing most 
of his Missouri land, went in for 
politics, and was a judge of the 
County Court and a member of 
the State Senate. He died in 
1846 on his land near the mouth 
of the Ohio. There

A United States of Europe is a 
“hope of the future,” which can- 
not be realized immediately be- 
cause of dissension among the 
Allies, the diverse ethnic groups 
and the heterogeneous political 
structure of European nations, 
Paul Bastid of Paris, a member 
of the French National Assembly, 
said in St. Louis today. 

Bastid, minister of commerce in 
1937 under former Premier Leon 
Blum, and president of the as- 
sembly’s foreign affairs commis- 
sion, is visiting the United States 
as political writer for the liberal 
newspaper L’Aurore to sample 
public opinion on international re- 
lations, : 
favor a confederation of Eu- 
ropean nations into one united 
state,” he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter,” but the rivairies among 
the Allies, the diversity of na- 
tional habits and customs make 
fruition of such an organization 
difficult. One big question is: 
“What place would Germany have 
in such a federation?’ The Allies 
still do not realize the war po- 
tential of that nation.” 

Public opinion in France favors 
an international organization, 
such as the United Nations, but 
fears it will be as inadequate and 
as powerless as the old League of 
Nations, he explained, in halting 
h. Most of his statements 
were translated by Robert Ala- 
terre, the French consul in St. 
Louis, 

Bastid, a member of the Radi- 
cal-Socialist party, which he de- 
scribed as a “little left of center,” 


said he was most impressed by 


the anti-Communist attitude of 
the United States. 

“The policy of Russia is of less 
concern to France 8 it is to 

e explained. 
“Although we are concerned with 
the tension existing between Rus- 
sia aad your country, we regard 
it primarily as a struggle for 
power. 

“In the United States the Com- 
munist party is not a power, but 
in France we must take into con- 
sideration the public opinion of 
the people who support the 
French Communist party,“ he 
said. It is a question of pru- 
dence; we cannot alienate the 
Communists because we would 
only increase their strength by ig- 
noring 3 and thus making

This provision, an amendment 
to the corrupt practices act. of 
1925 which prohibits political con- 
tributions by national banks and 
corporations, was debated at length 
when the Senate considered the 
joint congressional committee re- 
port. Several pro-labor Senators 
believed that it violated the “free- 
dom of speech” amendment of the 
Constitution. Senators Taft and 
Ball, Republicans, argued that it 
merely put labor unions on an 
equal basis with corporations. 

Supreme Court Test. 

If the pending bill becomes a 
law, the constitutionality of this 
provision undoubtedly will be 
tested. The congressional debate 
demonstrated that the question is 
so far-reaching and so complicated 
that only a series of Supreme 
Court decisions could define its 
limits, - 

Although the provision would af- 
fect virtually every trade union, it 
would apply with special force on 
Labor, the publication of the 15 
Railroad Brotherhoods which is- 
sues special editions to help pro- 
labor sertatorial candidates. In re- 
cent years two such editions have 
been distributed free in Missouri 
one in 1932 for Bennett Champ 
Clark, the other, of 200,000 copies, 
for Harry 8. Truman in 1940. 
Similar localized editions were dis- 
tributed for Senators Norris, 
Borah, LaFollette, Couzens, Wag- 
ner and others. Time and again 
Senators have publicly given cred- 
it for their success to Labor, 

Statement by Keating.

Where the Burden Belongs 

The motion to transfer the City Sanitarium for 
the mentally ill to the state at a municipal sav- 
ing of $1,000,000 a year will require a two-thirds 
majority when the Board of Aldermen vote on 
it tomorrow. : 

But it is hard to see why there should be even 
one vote against it. In Missouri care of the 
mentally ill is set up as a state function. Accord- 
ing to the United States Public Health Service 
and the American Medical Association, it is a 
function a state can better discharge than a city. 

Most of the slight opposition there is to the 
transfer comes from relatives of patients in the 
Sanitarium. They fear that if the state takes 
over, their relatives may be transferred to insti- 
tutions outstate, where it will be difficult to visit 
them. 

This fear is unfounded. Henry Caulfield, Di- 
rector of Public Welfare, explained to the Alder- 
men Tuesday that 800 of the 3400 patients have 
no visitors year in and year out. If any patients 
are transferred, it will be from among these. 

The issues have been made so clear that seven 
of the Aldermen who voted against transferring 
the Sanitarium when the matter was up before 
have new announced in favor of it. Present 
Aldermen who voted No last time are:

The French, who are traditionally adept

An parties have been wooing the newly 
enfranchised women, but the miiddle-road 
Popular Republican Movement (M.R.P.) 
has now produced a coup in a proposal that 
would have all family bonuses paid directly 
to wives to use as they see fit. (Who but 
the French would think of such a subtle- 
ty?) . 

This ie not all. Also to help homemakers 
meet the high cost of living, the M. R. P. 
would give them special bonuses in addition 
to the bonus that goes with each new child. 
Finally, the party would extend part-time 
work for women, with additional compen- 
sation from the state, establish co-operative 
centers for working mothers, provide inex- 
pensive household appliances, and modern- 
ize old buildings in which families live, 


Such proposals, though moderate in their 
degree of state control as compared with 
those of the French Communists, would, if 


suggested in Congress, cause the hair of 


most American political leaders to stand on 
end. But they indicate a line of thought 
that is forehandedly taking account of the 
influence of household conditions on politi- 
cal events. ‘ Ae 


German women’s difficulties in feeding 
their families during the Weimar Republic 
inflation turned them to Hitler, The suc- 
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cess of Republican campaigners in Making 
American housewives believe their shop- 
ping difficulties were due to OPA helped 
bring about the Republican victory in No- 
vember. British women, for all their forti- 
tude, are causing e political uneasiness 
as they face a future of continued hardship. 


Any pinch in living standards is felt first 
by women, who, no matter what the cost or 
scarcity of provisions, are expected to pro- 
duce miracles in the kitchen. Hence, their 
pocketbook nerve is especially sensitive, 
and in hard times they are more vulnerable 
politically than men. 


Neither party in this country has ever 
shown any great amount of ardor in wooing 
women politically, as is attested by the fact 
that there are only seven women in Con- 
gress, while there are 33 in the French Na- 
tional Asagmbly. However, if political lead- 
ers wish to avpid such nationally expensive 
courtship as the French M.R.P. is now pur- 
suing, they would do well to work ag- 
gressively to prevent such housewives’ wor- 
ries as attend inflation—and subsequent 
depression.

A Macedonian-born artist has written 
some excellent poetic prose in a series of 
sensitive stories, delightfully illustrated by 
the author, His Greeks are mountain peo- 
ple, a different breed from modern Atheni- 
ans. They are little impressed by official 
pretensions, proud, and sometimes discon- 
certingly open-minded: 


*. „„ the reason politicians are constantly 
criticised and changed in Greece is that, 
it seems to me, every Greek, no matter 
what his station in life might be, thinks 
that he could have done the job much bet- 
ter were he the Prime Minister. 

The long Greek submersipn in the Otto- 
man Empire and the nation’s politica] his 
tory since liberation has tended to give the 
people a sense of wistful tragedy. Their 
country is poor. Greeks have emigrated to 
Alexandria, Egypt, and to Boston, Mass, by 
the thousands, 

Too often the Greek immigrant in Amer- 
ica loses his native culture without achiev- 
ing an adequate American substitute, Wash- 
ing dishes, shining shoes, doing menial 
chores in the urban grime and atrife of a 
great American city—what has the Greek 
immigrant gained that can compensate for 
the white rock hills and the blue waters of 
the Aegean? 

This is the story told by Demetrios, of 
Greeks in their mountains and in the cities 
across the Atlantic. Perhaps it is time we 
started thinking of the Greek people as 
something more than impersonal pawns in 
an international power game. This book 
is a good place to begin. i

Southern Seaboard Revisited 


THE TRAVELS OF WILLIAM BARTRAM, edited by 
Mark Van Doren. (Dover Publications.) 


This classic of American travel literature, 
long a callector's item, gives a vivid im- 
pression of North and South Carolina, Geor- 
gia and Florida in the 1780s. The author, a 
Philadelphia-reared Quaker, was a natural- 
ist who explored this area and collected 
botanical specimens for his clients. His 
keen interest in forest and marine life, 
marked by careful scientific descriptions 
and indefatigable zeal in exploration, im- 
pelled him to write a thorough report of 
his trip. 

To the general historian hia account of 
frontier life, particularly his careful obser- 
vations of the Florida Indians and the hardy 
settlers who lived near them, is most satis- 
factory and ranks the book among the bet- 
ter travel journals. His descriptions were 
so colorful that Coleridge and the Words 
worths are said to have delighted in the 
use of his book for poetic reference. At 
times his lists of plants are almost com- 
plete enough to resemble a catalogue. 

As a reprint the volume would have more 
bibliographical appeal if it contained some 
history of earlier editions or at least an 
original title page.

He Succumbs at 74 After 47- 
Fear Political 
Career. 


BOSTON, June 12 (AP)-—-For- 
mer United States Senator David 
I. Walsh, wartime chairman of the 
powerful Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee, died yesterday afternoon at 
St. Elizabeth's hospital after suf- 
fering a cerebral hemorrhage. 
= The  74year-old Democratic 
leader, who served Massachusetts 
Im the Senate for 26 years, en- 
“al tered the hospital a week ago for 
observation of high blood pressure. 

Death came only a few hours, 
after funeral services were. held 
for his sister, Mrs. Nellie E. 
Dooley, who died at her Boston 
home on Sunday. 

Walsh leaves two sisters, Miss 
Julia and Miss Mary Walsh, with 
whom he made his home in Clin- 
ton. 

Second youngest of 10 children, 
Walsh rose from a poor newsboy 
to national political prominence. 
His political career extended over 
47 years and, he was one of the 
biggest vote-getters in Massachu- 
setts. 

The first political post he held 
was Democratic town chairman at 
Clinton in 1898. He was defeated 
for lieutenant governor in 1911, 
but was elected to that offieé in 
1913. He was Governor in 1914 
and 1915. f 

In 1918, he became the first 
Democrat since before the Civil 
War to be elected to the Senate 
from Massachusetts. Prior to his 
defeat last year, he had led his 
party’s ticket in every campaign. 

While often called an isolationist 
by his critics, Walsh always fought 
vigorously for a large navy. As 
chairman of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, he played an impor- 
tant part in building the United 
States fleet into the strongest ever 
known,

West opened the spade ten. The 
ace wag played and trumps were 
drawn in two leads, then declarer 
cashed three rounds of diamonds, 
discarding a club. He then ruffed 
a low spade afd let the club jack 
ride, intending to finesse again. 
East won, however, and exited 
with the spade king. The second
